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Egypt Back 
to Hard Line 
on Suez

Egypt told Secretary of State 


William P. Rogers that before 
it will reopen the Suez Canal, 
Israel will have to pull back 115 
miles from the waterway and 
within six months agree to a 
timetable for withdrawal from 
all occupied Arab lands. 


The Egyptians also refused to 


commit themselves to allowing 
Israeli ships to use the canal, 
saying only that they would 
study the question "within our 
political 
organizations" 
and 


take a stand later. 


President Anwar Sadat on 


Monday night gave this report 
of the talks last week with the 
American secretary of state. 
Sadat spoke to the 360-member 
parliamentary committee of the 
ruling Arab Socialist Union, 
Egypt's only political party. 


"We told Rogers that with- 


drawal of Israeli troops in the 
first stage should be back to El 
Arish, 115 miles east of the can- 
al," Sadat said. 


Within six months of that 


first withdrawal, Sadat contin- 
ued, U.N. Mideast envoy Gun- 
nar V. Jarring should set a 
timetable for a complete Israeli 
pullout from all occupied Arab 
territory. 


On the Israeli insistence that

Dr. Reginald G. Bickford of 


the University of California at 
San Diego described the new 
technique Monday as a kind of 
shorthand of the mind. He said 
the system can reduce a small 
mountain of brain wave read- 
ings to one page in less than 
five minutes.

cent blacks, each school in that 
system would be required to 
have somewhere close to a 70-30 
ratio of white and black pupils. 
The appeals court also was 
asked to instruct district courts 
to block the start of any new 
construction or additions or the 
abandonment of existing schools 
pending settlement of the cases.

A basic decision for the com- 


mittee is whether to write flat 
prohibitions or restrictions into 
the law, or to allow the bank 
regulatory agencies discretion 
within guidelines to deal with 
individual situations.

pouring from cuts on his face. 


The 
22-year-old 
Foreman, 


facing his first 15-round test, 
hurt the veteran Peralta early 
with left jabs and hooks and 
finished him off by battering 
him into the ropes twice in the 
10th. 


It was his 25th knockout in 28 


professional fights. 


Foreman, at 216% pounds, 


was 21 pounds heavier than the 
36-year-old South American. He 
was also considerably faster 
than the opponent who gave

months ago. 


Peralta, who lost a unani- 


mous but unpopular decision to 
Foreman last year in New 
York, was cut over the eye in 
the third and staggered with 
two solid left hooks in the sev- 
enth. 


Foreman never knocked Per- 


alta to the canvas, but referee 
Elmer Costa made the Argen- 
tine take a mandatory eight- 
count after he lay helplessly 
against the ropes near the end 
of the 10th. 


Peralta was blasted into the 


ropes again and Costa awarded 
Foreman the knockout at 2:52 
of the round. 


"The referee did the correct 


thing. We have no objections," 
said one of Peralta's handlers. 


Sadler, speaking for his fight- 


er, said, "We're looking ahead 
now—to Joe Frazier."

MAGNOLIA, Ark. — One of the 


most 
modern 
language 


laboratories in the United States 
is now in full operation at 
Southern State College in 
Magnolia. 


"It's really an electronic 


learning center," proclaims Dr. 
Wesley Childers, head of the 
Department 
of 
Foreign 


Languages at SSC. "It has 
u n l i m i t e d 
e d u c a t i o n a l 


possibilities. In fact, the only 
thing which will limit its use is 
man's imagination." 


The $60,000 laboratory is 


located in Wilson Hall, the 
modern $1.6 million classroom 
and laboratory building opened 
on the SSC campus in the spring 
of 1970. It contains 54 student 
booths equipped with headsets 
and push-button dials set much 
like the modern push-button 
telephone. 


The control room, the heart of 


the system, contains tape decks 
capable 
of 
presenting 
72 


separate programs. The student 
may receive any of the 72 
programs by dialing a three-digit 
number. 


A large plate glass window 


allows the instructor to observe 
the classroom from the control 
room. He may listen to the 
students 
individually 
and 


communicate with the in- 
dividually or collectively. 


The laboratory is used by 


Spanish, French and German 
language students. Special 
language tapes are coordinated 
with the textbooks. Students may 
also review past lessons and 
lectures or move ahead to future 
lessons. The lab is left open from 
8 a.m. until 5 p.m. and students 
may use it when classes are not 
in session in the room 
Other departments will also 


make use of the facility, Dr. 
Childers said. Eight classrooms 
have been wired to the learning 
center. Instructors or students 
may dial a program from the 
room. Two of the rooms are 
reserved for language classes 
but six rooms are used by other 
departments. 


"The new electronic center 


expands the old concept of the 
original language lab to that of a 
learning center available to any 
department," Dr. Childers 
noted. 


The electronic learning center 


was invented by Albert Flora of 
Omni-Lab, Inc., of Hayward, 
Wise., now a part of Scott- 
Engineering Sciences of Pom- 
pano Beach, Fla. 


The first unit was installed at 


Parsons College of Fairfield, la., 
in 1965, under the direction of 
Dr. Childers, who was then 
serving as head of the foreign 
languages department of the 
Iowa college. 


Dr. Childera visited several 


language laboratories in the 
eastern United States before 
drawing up plans for the center 
at Parsons College. "Albert 
Flora was looking for someplace 
to install his own lab containg a 
revolutionary remote switching 
system," Dr. Childers recalls. 


"We agreed to have him build 


a laboratory for us at Parsons. 
People from all over the country 
came to see our lab. Mr. Flora 
established 
a 
factory 
at 


Hayward and began producing 
the units." 


Flora later installed a lab for 


Dr. Childers at Pershing College 
in Nebraska. So the unit now in 
use at Southern State is the third 
built for Dr. Childers by the 
young inventor. 


Dr. Childers came to Southern 


State in 1967 as a visiting 
professor for a one-year term but 
has remained four years. He 
came to SSC as a part of a 
federal program to upgrade the

"Mere advertisements cannot 


he copyrighted. The Constitution 
says copyright is intended only 
for the 'useful arts'. That means 
something on a higher artistic 
level than just ads, which are 
plain commercialism." 


Nevertheless, the court ruled 


that ads are indeed protectable 
by copyright and held the printer 
liable. The court said the Consti- 
tution drew no line between high- 
brow and lowbrow art. 


In earlier years, many courts 


did draw such a line. But today, 
almost everywhere, ads are en- 
titled to the same copyright pro- 
tection as a book or a painting. 
Courts have recognized that a 
great deal of money and a great 
deal of talent are now going into 
the creation of ads. 


It is still true, however, that a 


copyright won't stand up if the 
ad is dishonest. Thus: 


A series of ads was developed 


by a sales agency, to be used by 
piano dealers. When one dealer 
began using the ads without per- 
mission, the agency sued him for 
copyright infringement. 


But the judge refused to mix 


in, when he discovered that the 
;ids were riddled with deceit. 


"The law should extend its 


protection," he said, "only • (to • 
ads) that speak the truth." 


Furthermore, only the specif- 


ic details of an ad—the words, 
the drawings—are protected, not 
the general idea. 


In another case a merchant ad- 


vertised a contest in which peo- 
ple were supposed to write let- 
ters, telling why they liked to 
shop in his store. 


Later, another merchant an- 


nounced a, contest along the same 
lines, but describing it in different 
language. Was this an infringe- 
ment of copyright? 


A court said no, since only the 


general idea had been copied. If 
general ideas were copyrightable, 
said the court, one person could 
stake out 
an entire 
field 
of 


thought and keep it as his own 
private monopoly.

Therefore, 
Bobby bid it. 


South doubled that and as 


you readers can see five 
hearts would make 
easily 


but at this point Gabriel 
Chagas who played magnifi- 
cently for Brazil throughout 
the entire tournament made 
the brilliant decision to go to 
six clubs. T h a t 
decision 


saved something from the 
wreck, but we scored 550 at 
one table and 100 at the 
other for 12 IMPs.

Recent Study Is Controversial 


Dear Dr. Lamb—After 12 


years of taking an oral tab- 
let for diabetes, a few days 
ago I was ordered by my 
doctor to stop taking the 
medicine. He told me the 
government had condemned 
this drug as dangerous. Can 
you explain why? 


Dear Reader—This is an 


outgrowth of a recent report 
on the study of the effective- 
ness of oral medicines in the 
treatment of diabetes. The 
study, incidentally, was not 
conducted by the govern- 
ment. It was a statistically 
designed experiment and the 
results showed that individ- 
uals taking the oral diabetic 
tablet didn't do as well as 
patients treated by d i e t 
alone. The study even sug- 
gested that there was a larg- 
er number of complications 
in the patients taking the 
oral tablet. 


Not every one has agreed 


with the results of the study, 
but the findings were suffi- 
ciently conclusive that the 
Food and Drug Administra- 
tion, The American Medical 
Assn. and the A m e r i c a n 
Diabetic Assn. all adopted 
the position that, wherever 
possible, 
dietary 
manage- 


ment was preferable to ad- 
ministration of oral diabetic 
t a b l e t s . 
Recommendations 


made by these orgam/ations 
are not legally binding, ot 
couisc.

In recent years a greater 


effort has been made along 
t h e s e lines but still, the 
amount of work involved is 
staggering. 
Accordingly, a 


lot of the information con- 
cerning drugs conies from 
the pharmaceutical compa- 
nies t h e m s e l v e s . Some 
studies, of course, are done 
by university scientists, but 
the 
funds 
and 
personnel 


available 
for 
even 
these 


studies are limited.

(AP) — Enemy 


troops have halted a major 
South Vietnamese drive into 
eastern Cambodia, knocked two 
armored cavalry regiments out 
of action and put the Saigon 
forces on the defensive. 


But U.S. advisers say the 


South Vietnamese operation has 
kept three enemy divisions 
from crossing the border into 
the 11 provinces surrounding 
Saigon. 


"The primary mission now," 


said one U.S. adviser, "is to 
block any infiltration across 
Highway 7 into South Viet- 
nam." 


The South Vietnamese in ear- 


ly February pushed 30 miles 
into Cambodia. Now they have 
fallen back to Route 7 just 
across the border. The U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces have 
taken over the original mission, 
destruction of the North Viet- 
namese-Viet Cong 5th, 7th and 
9th divisions and their base 
camps. 


"There is no indication of any 


enemy 
divisional 
sized 
ele- 


ments coming back into Mili- 
tary Region 3," the Saigon 
area, one officer said. "They 
have been contained by the 
South Vietnamese."

my from disrupting pacification 
efforts in the countryside and 
has paved the way for more

ground forces, the advisers say.
